Light Motion Educates About 
Disabilities Through Dance

Members of UNO faculty, administration and alumni either met Pope 
John Paul Il or got a wave from him last week duririg a visit to Israel. 

Seven representatives of the Bethsaida Excavations Project met with 
the pontiff iast Friday to present him with the replica of a key found by 
the project. The original key was excavated from The Fisherman's 
House, a large house in Bethsaida named after the apostle Peter, who 
was the first pope. 

Four of the representatives in the delegation were from UNO. Others 
came from the University of Hartford and Truman State University. 

Rami Arav, adjunct professor of philosophy and religion and the 
Bethsalda Excavations Project director of excavations; Wendi Chiarbos, 
project coordinator; Tom Goutierre, dean of international studies and 
Regent Nancy O'Brien met and were blessed by the pope in a brief cer- 
emony at the back of the church at the Tabgha monastery on the north- 
western shore of the Sea of Galilee. 

The brief ceremony was also a little chaotic, O'Brien said. 

“The pope was late. There was a lot of confusion. What was quiet 
and dignified before became chaotic with his arrival,” she said. 

Members of the press corps crowded around the pope at the church. 

“| actually felt sorry for the Holy Father. He deserved more privacy in 
this place,” O'Brien said. 

The pope still appeared moved by the gift. He was quiet in receiving 
it and uttered Peter’s name, O'Brien said. 

The replica key was in a frame made at Leonardo's Art & Prints of | 
Omaha, The key was put into the frame in a hotel room. MN was a very 
nice presentation, very attractive,” O'’Brien.said,. =~ : 

Security in Israel was tight during the pope’s visit: At one e checkpoint ‘ 
O’Brien was asked to open her lipstick cases. 

“It was really exciting to be there at the same time. Security caused 

some headaches, but J think the entire group had a good time,” Phiainoe 
said, 

The UNO Alumni Association sponsored a trip to coincide with the 
pope's visit to Israel. Arav and Chiarbos helped to coordinate this trip. 

“There were about 60 of us, a third were our alums,” President and 
CEO of the UNO Alumni Association Jim Leslie said. The trip was adver- 
tised in the association's publication. 

While the pope did not visit the Bethsaida Excavations site five miles 
from the monastery, he did fly by in the papal helicopter. Chiarbos and 
Leslie, along with about 50 others from the UNO group waited at the site 
for two hours for the pope to fly over. 

Chiarbos said the group waited in the rain, but most people kept their 
spirits up. It was dark by the time the pope flew over but the site was lit 
by television cameras and torches set up by the Israeli government. 

Despite a few setbacks, the trip went well. “With the pope being there 
and with the number of individuals in the State of Israel, it was extreme- 
ly well done,” Leslie said. 

The meeting with the pope benefits all of UNO, Regent O'Brien said. 

“I's really very important, not many Nebraskans realize the signifi- 
cance of UNO's involvement in Israel. Arguably the most well-known 
man in the world is Pope John Paul II and this shows the significance of 
the work UNO does. It helps highlight the quality of things going on 
here." 

Since 1990, UNO has been involved with the Bethsaida Excavations 
Project, a consortium of universities excavating the biblical city of 
Bethsaida, said to ba the home of many apostles and site of several of 
Jesus's miracles recorded in the New Testament. In 1991, the Israeli 
Antiquities Authority sanctioned UNO as the project's supervising insti-

Light Motion, the dance company that Curtiss and Petroff are a part of, was established in 1988 to 
develop the artistic expressions of both disabled and non disabled artists working together to enhance 
community awareness of disability issues through the arts.

With society becoming more and more diverse, the 
hiring of minorities and women is a much-debate 
issue, 

Former UNO student and instructor Matthew Stelly 
said he has witnessed a decline in the numbers of 
black faculty and students at the University of 
Nebraska. In his letter to the editor published 
Tuesday in the Gateway, Stelly cited UNO's “lily-white 
search committees” and “racist foolishness” as prob- 
lems behind attraction and retention of minorities. 

in phone conversations, Stelly expressed con- 
cern about Chancellor Nancy Belck's part in the hiring 


interview. “He's never contacted me. | am not even 
going to give any responses to what he alleges.” 
The chancellor provided copies of letters sent by 
faculty at Southern lilinois University Edwardsviile, 
where Belck served as chancellor for almost four 
years. The letters refer to the legacy of the Pathways 
to Harmony diversity training workshop Belck helped 
to initiate and support. 
{like to focus on harmony,” Belck said. “How you 
bring everyone together and how to make this a har- 
monious environment.” Since its launch two years 


ago, UNO's Pathways to Harmony program has been

Work, School More than Dick and Jane

See Dick. See Dick major in engineering 
technology. See Dick graduate In four years and land a 
comfortable job with a large regional design-build firm. 

See Jane. See Jane major in accounting. See Jane 
graduate in four years and land a comfortable job with a 
prestigious consulting company. 

See Dewey, Margaret and Langston. See them major in 
philosophy, French and creative writing. See them agonize 
over career choices after four years in interesting, alboit 
academic, fields. 

The liberal arts school was, in years past, an acceptable 
and ordinary place to receive a well-rounded education 
before heading into the work world. But times change. 

More technology in a larger economy brings more busi- 
ness and tech jobs. A university with wise leadership will fol- 
low that trend by increasing its degree offerings in business 
and information technology. 

Does that leave the degree-holding liberal arts major 
shivering on the doorstep after graduation? Not necessari- 
ly. 

“You can put your head in the sand and say, ‘What can | 
do?’," said Nancy Nish, director of UNO's Career 
Center. “Or you can say, ‘Yay! ! have a liberal arts degree!” 

Nish said students in these areas are gaining skills for 
the long run. Graduates may be frustrated by the lack of a 
one-to-one relationship between their field of study and the 
jobs available, but with creativity, persistence and patience 
it all adds up for future success. 

“Where can (students in the tiberal arts and sciences) go 
in the job market?” Nish said. “Absolutely everywhere. And 
you don't need a business degree to get a business career.” 

Students seem to understand these facts. Matthew 
Yager is two semesters away from a bachelor's degree in 
sociology. What does he expect to do with his degree? 

“I'm not certain,” Yager said. “It could be a wide range of 
things. But | want to implement change.” 

Yager began as a business administration major, but his 
heart directed him elsewhere. He chose sociology for its 
broad scope. The discipline also offers him an ideal angle 
to study the phenomenon of inequality. 

Yager may teach in the future, but he said he is more 
interested in writing books and lecturing on college cam- 
puses. 

“if | suffer monetarily, | will,” Yager said. “But I’m true to 
my heart. | want to be the bast at what f do.” 

Lindsey Sleper, a communications major, is also aware 
of the range of possibilities. What will she do with her 


degree? 

“Maybe work at a brewery,” Sleper said, then do some- 
thing with women’s issues. She joked about trying to com- 
bine these two interests, and said she is open to graduate 
school at some time. 

Freshmen with undeclared majors often come from a lib- 
eral arts background, and they face the same academic and 
career challenges. 

Undecided freshmen Salina Steiner and Jon Strong also 
have independent and creative ambitions. 

Steiner would like someday to own her own art studio, 
where she could work and teach. And Strong, who did some 
free writing in high school, would like to become an author. 

“‘Thase students are developing skills that are a good 
foundation,” said Career Center director Nish. 

For students confused about what jobs are available, 
Nish recommends tapping resources early, to find out what 
jobs are out there. Then take the job search process as 
seriously as possible. 

An internship is a “huge plus,” Nish said. Aside from the 
skill development benefits interns reap, there is always the 
chance of hire after graduation. 

The information available on the Web has made the job 
search process easier than it was 10 years ago, and many 
Web sites are devoted to career seekers. The UNO Career 
Center, located in Eppley 111, has several terminals for job- 
hunting students to use. {f you are like Dewey, Margaret 
and Langston, and your career choices are not cut-and- 
dried, you may find a particularly sympathetic ear in the 
Career Center. 

Nish spent 10 years working in liberal arts colleges, and 
was a French and English major in school. 

“My heart is with the tiberal arts,” she said. 
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promoting cultural awareness to local faculty, 
staff, and students. . 

Belck said that the university is making 
progress in its efforts, but acknowledged that 
UNO does a better job of recruiting minority 
faculty members than retaining them. 

A budget reallocation last year resulted in 
a decrease in new hires for the university, 
frustrating efforts to recruit and retain minori- 
ties. 

“Every university in the country is in the 
same boat we are,” said Lanyce Keel, execu- 
tive assistant to the chancellor. “This means 
these people can pretty much write their own 
tickets.” ; , 

Keel said there is a limited poo! of minor- 
ity candidates in high competition, and only 
foundation-supported institutions can offer 
the six-figure salaries to attract minority facul- 
ty. 

“There's a lot we need to do,” Belck said. 
“Not only do we need to improve, but we 
need the support of the community as well. 
‘The community is not a supportive environ- 
ment’ is a common reason minority faculty 
leave. They don't feel comfortable. in 
Omaha.” 

The University of Nebraska is under 
pressure of 1997's Legislative Bill 389, which 
states “the University of Nebraska system 
should be among the top50 percent among 
the Board of Regent's (sic) peer institutions in 
the employment of women and minority fac- 
ulty members” by August 1, 2002. 

According to the university's Progress 
Report on Increasing Minority and Women 
Faculty, UNO's percentage of minority faculty 
has increased from 11.9 percent in 1997 to 
12.8 percent in 1999. 

However, if an annual benchmark for the 
four University of Nebraska campuses is not 
met, the Legislature could withhold one per- 
cent of the university's General Fund appro- 
priations. Last year the university system 
hired 11 minority faculty members, one short 
of the benchmark. 

The failure to meet the benchmark 
spurred a Legislative debate that resulted not 
in the “suffering of consequences” promised, 
but in Omaha Senator Ernie Chambers’ 
agreement last week to approve an addition- 
al $500,000 allocation for NU. This money is 
targeted for recruitment of minorities and

dent or team of students who use informa- 
tion technology to improve businesses and 
the community. 

The award recognizes students’ entre- 
preneurial activities and applications of 
information technology, including product 
innovation, partnerships with businesses 
and efforts that result in a possible start-up 
enterprise. : 

The award includes a $2,500 cash prize. 

The Walter Scott Entrepreneurial 
Business Award was created to encourage 
businesses to create partnerships with the 
University of Nebraska in the areas of infor- 
mation science, technology and engineer- 
ing. 
The award recognizes a business's 
achievement in four areas: creating oppor- 
tunities for students to explore practical 
experience and learning opportunities; cre- 
ating partnerships to help the university 
meet the technology demands of Nebraska 
businesses; offering the university knowl- 
edge and skills to build partnerships with the 


women. ; 

Chambers said he feared the effort to 
redirect funds would have resulted in layoffs, 
further detracting from the hiring goals set 
forth by LB 389. 

The additional funds give the university a 
needed jump-start on the next two years of its 
commitment to hiring minorities and women. 

“We are working very hard on diversity,” 
Belck said. At a recent diversity hearing in. 
Lincoln, over half of 13 new university hires 
for tenure-track positions were minority can- 
didates. 

In other ongoing searches, 47 percent of 
the candidates are minorities and 74 percent 
are female. 

“| think that’s a very positive step,” Belck 
said. “You need to make sure there's diversi- 
ty in the pool.” . 

Vice Chancellor of Student Affairs Mary 
Mudd had no comment on Stelly’s letter, but 
said that much is being done to refocus 
efforts on recruiting minority students, espe- 
clally in Omaha. 

“My goal is that students of color feel that 
UNO is extending a welcoming environment 
and a climate they feel comfortable in,” Mudd: 
said. “You don’t want anybody leaving 
because they don't fee! comfortable.” 


Mudd said the recruitment of students of __ 
color-is “a totally different situation,” and that - 
community outreach will be key In strength- 


ening that function. 
With programs like early mentoring and 
Project Achieve, and the restructuring of the 


Division of Student Affairs, she hopes to & 


improve retention. 

University records show that the number 
of black students decreased annually from 
1996, along with the entire student body. But 


the percentage of students reporting them-— 


selves as black decreased only slightly from 
6 percent, and then rose to 5.8 percent in 
1999. In 1978, the reports indicate a 5.6 per- 
cent black student body, and the low over the 
20-year span was reached in 1989, when 
only 3.9 percent of UNO students claimed 
black as their ethnicity. 

“We have a long way to go,” Belck said. 
“But we all have to work together to make this 
campus an example for the larger communi- 
ty. We need to provide leadership.”

There are two types of University Programa 
and Facilities Fees, a.k.a. “student fees.” 


Fund A is an $8 per student charge that goes to: 
Student Government and its agencies, (American | 
Women’s Resource - 


Multicultural 
Center, International Student Services and 
Network “for disAbled Students), 
Programming Organization and the Gateway. 

Fund B is a $42 flat fee, plus $7 per credit hour 
up to 12 credits. This fund goes to Campus 
Recreation, Milo Bail Student Center Operations, 
Milo Bail Student Center’ Expansion and 
Renovation, Men’s Athletics, Women’s Athletics, 
Campus’ Musical Groups, Health Services. and 
Facilities Fee. 

The student fees which have bean the focus of 
much attention and debate recently are Fund A.

Earlier in the semester, students wore concerned 


about proposed cuts to American Multicultural 

Students agency. Recently, Women’s. Resource 

Center, International Student Services and 

Network for disAbled Students all saw incterese 
dn their budgets. 

Then, of course, there were the horrific ute. to 

the Gateway’s budget. 

‘With all this concern, how does this budget get 
approved? 

Both Fund A and Fund B organizations present 
their budget proposals to Student Activities 
Budget Commission. The committee consists of 
student senators, students ad hoc and faculty 
members. At this preliminary meeting, the com- 
mittee asks any questions they have of the orga- 
nization’s representative(s) and approves a 
preliminary amount. 

Once the committee has heard from all organi- 
zations, there is a final SABC hearing. At this 
hearing, only the members of SABC may con- 
verse. They may make adjustments at this time to 
keep within the student fee amounts. 

After SABC, Fund B monies are allocated 
entirely by the administration — although I’m sure 
the vice chancellor of student affairs would like 
you to know she consults Student Leadership 
Council with proposals for the upcoming year. 

Fund A goes to Student Senate for its approval. 
Senate may choose to amend some or all of the 
items before sending the budget on to the student 
president/regent. 

If the student president/regent is dissatisfied 
with the budget, he may veto. The budget returns 
to senate to either make changes or override the 
veto with a two-thirds majority vote. 

If the president/regent is satisfied with the bud- 
get, he sends it on to the vice chancellor of stu- 
dent affairs. 

The vice chancellor may make changes before 
sending it on to the chancellor's office. Once the 
chancellor approves of the budget, she presents 
it, as part of the UNO budget, to the Board of

The lecture was a fitting tribute to the 
Webers and a wonderful opportunity for 
our students. 


The most interesting part of the lec-' 


ture for me was its application to univer- 
sities. Fukuyama argues that all forms of 
authoritarian organization (as opposed to 
liberal democratic organization) have 
been discredited as unable to promote 
prosperity. If this is correct, then the 
worst thing for a university like ours 
would be to have an authoritarian central 
administration because such an adminis- 
tration would deter the development of 
intellectual and educational prosperity. A 
better arrangement would be a minimal 
central administration that unleashes the

- If | found a boxelder 
bug in my house, | would take it outside .to 
set it free instead of flushing it down the toi- 
let.

But Josh was.an ethical-hunter.: He and 
his family only shot animals in season, and 
they always used the animals they-shot for 
meat. It couldn’t be any worse than going to 
the freezer at the grocery store to pick out 
the Thanksgiving turkey, could it? 

As turkey season approached, | tried to 
humor Josh as much as | could. | went with 
him to Game and Parks to get our permits. | 
learned the turkey hunting lingo—the differ- 
ence between toms and hens and jakes.

Jazz piano was Bor in a dark, secluded corner rol a 
smoky city bar, sired by a snare and top hat, nursed by 
a standup double bass. It is meant to be absorbed well 
past dark, and savored as an afterthought, like the taste- 
of black currants on your tongue long after the cabernet 
sauvignon has passed down your throat. It is the back- 
ground to your soul. 

Here are five jazz plano CDs you need to have in 
your collection: 


1. “Time Out” by the Dave Brubeck Quartet, 
Columbia Records, 1959. This is the true beginning of 
modern jazz piano for the masses, the dawn of a new 
age. An experiment in 9/8 and 5/4 rhythms, this album 
was originally meant to be a bit of recording studio fun 
for Brubeck, Paul Desmond, Eugene Wright and Joe 
Morello. Funny how things work out though, as the lis- 
tening public ate up the strange, new beats of “Take 
Five” (Desmond), “Blue Rondo A La Turk” (Brubeck) and 
“Pick Up Sticks” (Brubeck). Forty years on, this is still 
“the classic” jazz piano album. 


2. “Invitation” by Joe Sample, Warner Brother 
Records, 1995. Smoother than Devonshire Cream, rich- 


er than Belgian dark chocolate, “Invitation” is Joe
